There is an acute shortage of Alfalfa Seed and Alsike while Red Clover due to the Government 
Seed Saving Plan is in better shape than last year. Practically all items of Farm Seeds however are 
being sold at ceiling prices by the farmer grower. We anticipate a shortage of practically all Clovers 
at planting time. 


Our prices on most varieties of Garden Seeds are reduceca this season and with the ration point 
values in force again on canned vegetables, it appears that there should be an increase in home garden- 
ing. We can supply you again with our High Quality Garden Seeds. 


All Seeds are under OPA regulations and are priced accordingly at Ceilings or Less. Most items 
are listed at considerably under OP A Ceilings.
